One really good 
seedling out of several hundred from Butterfly Wings. Prof. Jory remarked 
“Best Butterfly Wings seedling I’ve seen.” Joe Hoage’s comment “Save-subtle 
coloring.” The standards are pale lemon yellow, very ruffled with strong mid- 
rib. Falls are flatly flaring, with upper part golden green-yellow, shading to 
light cream on the outer half. Beard is Indian yellow, with blue violet area in 
center of falls, flushing into light cream background. Distinctive center pat- 
tern, gold, brown and cream, with upper part of styles pale violet. Vigorous, 
with excellent stalks and plant habits. Breeding Butterfly Wings X unknown. 
Stock limited, one to the customer. *Wach $25.00 
*INSIDE STORY (Linse 1959) 32”. Midseason. Seedling LM-12. Nothing like 
this in the whole world! This is the “what’s that over there?” iris. Standards 
are mauve, opalescent over-all, with semi-ruffled edges. The flaring and ruffled 
falls are a blending of mauve, orchid and Nile green, with henna at the haft 
and with golden edges. The crowning glory of this unusual iris is the immense, 
lacy style arms, up to two inches wide, completely filling the center of the 
flower. Huge flowers, with four way branching and good plant habits. Breed- 
ing, Lady Mohr X Snoqualmie. *Each $30.00 


*MAGIC MOMENTS (Linse 1959) 36”. Midseason. Seedling Gannon-l. A most 
unusual and interesting pattern. The standards are Empire yellow, ruffled and 
well held. The falls are Canary yellow, with overlay of fine netting of golden 
brown, green and olive brown. White at center of falls, with green stripe. 
Beard gold, lavender at base. Some ruffling. A remarkable plant, with low, 
four way branching, several bloomstalks to the rhizome, clean and vigorous.

The falls, horizontally flaring with much ruffling and fluting, are, from the 
hafts to half way out, aureolin yellow, balance white. Some of the 8% inch 
flowers show a bit of lacing—and none is plain!

WINTER LOSSES 


Most winter losses are probably due to botrytis, a fungus present in most 
soils. Under certain weather conditions this can be very destructive. There are 
a number of good fungicides which can—and should be used as preventatives. 
I am having fair results with Captan. using it spring and fall. This comes both 
as a wettable powder and as a dust. The former is probably the most efficient 
and is easily applied to the home garden with a sprinkling can, first cleaning 
away dead leaves and debris, then thoroughly drenching the plants, with a solu- 
tion as recommended on the container. Cutworms, wireworms, and ants really 
say “Uncle” when dusted with Aldrin, which I use both spring and fall. Do 
plant your irises in the sun. where no water stands, spray or dust as needed, 
and treat yourself to beautiful flowers! All that we offer are hardy with us 
where temperatures sometimes drop to 20° below zero. 
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In addition to those listed in the catalog, I am growing the following va- 
rieties. Mr. White’s are being tested for hardiness, and are to be used in my 
breeding program. Others are being grown to increase my stock, for future 
listing, or discard according to my evaluation. I have discontinued or discarded 
almost 200 varieties within the past two years, so if you do not find it in this 
catalog, I no longer have it.

Because of the quality and condition of our soil, and my methods of 
propagation, it has not been necessary to use fertilizer of any kind, and the 
resulting rhizomes will not only ship well, but also grow beautifully for you.
